HE most significant develop-

ment in the convert movement in 
America occurred in New Orleans 
on August 25, 1955, when the Most 
Rev. Joseph Francis Rummel, Arch- 
bishop of New Orleans, the Most 
Rev. Jules B. Jeanmard, Bishop of 
Lafayette, and the Most Rev. Charles 
P. Greco, Bishop of Alexandria, de- 
cided to launch a united Crusade for 
Souls throughout the entire state of 
Louisiana. 

It is the first time that all the dio- 
ceses of an entire state have com- 
bined in an all-out effort to share 
the precious treasure of their holy 
Christian faith with the churchless 
people of that area. It sets a prece- 
dent which will doubtless be quickly 
followed in many other states, for it 
is the ideal unit for systematic and 
fruitful action on.a large scale, 

Meeting at the home of Arch- 
bishop Rummel, the Bishops decided

that the time had come to call not 
merely upon all the members of a 
parish or of a diocese but of an-en- 
tire state to join in the Christlike 
task of sharing the truths, blessings,

By happy coincidence the meeting 
was held on the feast of St. Louis, 
the patron of the archdiocese of New 
Orleans, and the blessing of God and 
the intercession of Our Lady and of 
St. Louis were invoked upon the suc- 
cess of this holy enterprise.

is also well for us to follow the in- 
junction of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ, and go out in search of 
the sheep that have strayed from the 
Master's fold. Unfortunately in 
every diocese there are some who 
have lost their spiritual heritage 
amidst the cares and distractions of 
the world. Like the Good Samari- 
tan in the Gospel and the good 
neighbor in any community, we must 
offer our aid to them with generous 
heart and unselfish purpose.” 

“Then, too,” added Bishop Greco, 
“our people move about so fast and 
s0 often that few pastors have a 
complete list of all the members of 
their flocks. This undertaking will 
enable us to locate every baptized 
member and to bring him closer to 
the loving heart of Jesus Christ and 
of His Church.” 

Thus beautifully did the three 
Bishops disclose the threefold pur- 
pose of this spiritual campaign: to 
share the Christian faith with the 
churchless, to reclaim our fallen- 
aways, and to locate our own that we 
may munister more effectively to 
them. 

Hence it was decided to call the 
crusade A Catholic Census and In- 
formation Program, the name given 
to the movement by Archbishop 
Ritter of St. Louis, since it describes 
the objectives so clearly.

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Ir there is one thing we can still 
say. about this poor old world of ours, it 
is that everything operates according to 
law. There is nothing haphazard about it. 
The planets and the tides move in regular 
cycles and acids always react against an 
alkali; there is the law of gravity and of 
conservation of energy. We call these the 
law of nature. 

- But when we speak of Natural Law, 
we mean mankind’s participation in the 
Eternal Law by which God governs the 
the universe. Actually, Eternal Law is the 
mind of God, His will in our regard. A 


‘human being is subject to the law of nature, 


to be sure. If we drink arsenic, we die. 
We step onto a scale and measure the pull 
of gravity on our person. We are attacked 
by germs and bacilli. 

Beyond that, however, we are free 
agents. We have reason and the power of 
free will. This gives us added dignity and 
with it the responsibility of acting like 
human beings. We become subject to a 
higher law — the Natural Law. Let’s say 
it is the set of. directions which our Maker 
tucked into our hearts the day He made 
us. We find it restated in the Ten Com- 
mandments, and our happiness (not our 
pleasure!) depends on keeping that Law. 

God did not lay down His law just 
as a whim or a caprice. It’s not at all 
like the rules governing parchesi or bas- 
ketball: It’s based on our essence as human 
beings and it can’t be changed. 

Your car must have 5 quarts of. oil in 
the crankcase. The manufacturer puts you 
under that law whenever you drive that 
car. Are any exceptions to that law ever 
allowed? The answer is obvious. Can one 
break that law and get away. with it? 
Again, the answer is obvious. 

In much the same way, when God ise 
sues the command, “‘Thou shalt not com- 
mit adultery,” He is telling us that adultery 
strikes at the very essence of our human- 
ity. If we commit adultery, we shall wreck 
ourselves. Hence, no one may ever com- 
mit adultery. 

But suppose we listen to crackpot 
teachers and screwball philosophers who 
tell us that there is no such thing as Nat- 
ural Law. Does that do away with it? Not 
at all! We can’t hurt God’s law, we can’t 
change it. Natural Law is like the North 
Star. It’s there, like it or not. 

In the same way, right is right and 
wrong is wrong, no matter what men think 
— because right or wrong are rooted in 
God, who‘ never changes. 


Archbishop O’Hara’s Talk 


Archbishop John F. O’Hara, C.S.C., of 
Philadelphia recalled some of these facts 
recently in a splendid address opening the 
annual convention of the American Bar 
Association. Archbishop O’Hara was for 
many years President of Notre Dame. 

He deplored the current denial of Nat- 
ural -Law, and the distorted notions of 
justice, from which the world is now suf- 
fering. One of the consequences of this, the 
Archbishop said, is that our government 
sends “ambassadors to deal with interna- 
tional brigands who have revived the 
practice of human slavery and hostages.” 
He pointed to the United Nations as a 
prime example, quoting a commentary by 
Robert Wilkins in the 1949 Proceedings of 
the Natural Law Institute: . 

“When the victors in World War II 
assembled in San Francisco to form some 
organization for world affairs they disre- 
garded the proposal of China and several 
other states to establish a government upon 
universal and fundamental principles of 
justice and resorted instead to the old hoax 
of a tentative and tenuous balance of pow- 
er among independent and_ sovereign 
nations. .. 

“It is one of the great tragedies of hu- 
man history that when this Nation came 
to its apex of power and exerted a force 
and influence which..no other nation ever 
possessed, it deserted the basic philosophy 
of its Founding Fathers, abandoned the 
principles upon which its legal institutions 
were built, and insisted not on constitu- 
tionalism and the rule of law, but on the 
veto power for the assertion of arbitrary 
will. In demanding the right of veto it 
abandoned the states that represented our

Here was the 
making of a first class marital quarrel that could have de- 
veloped into something even worse. : 

On Mary’s side was the very natural maternal pride in 
her child. There was, however, something more than a mere 
desire to show the child off..All her life Mary had considered 
the Easter service particularly beautiful and fitting. As a 
young child she had attended it with her parents. Now, she 
wanted her child to enjoy what had been a happy experience 
for her as a child. Only the sympathetic understanding of a 
Catholic third party helped Mary to realize that it was easier 
never to take her child to a Protestant service than to take 
her for three or four years and then have to desist. There is 
still a scar but Mary’s sense of honesty and obligation to her 
agreement enables her to accept the situation. . 

Here is the crux of many quarrels in mixed religious 
marriages. It is not the logic of the Catholic position so much 
as it is the sentiment of both the Catholic and non-Catholic 
party that causes trouble. A Protestant pamphlet decrying 
mixed religious marriage with Catholics ends with a scene 
underscoring the sentiment aspect of such difficulties. The 
young Protestant husband returns home on his baby’s first 
birthday to find his mother-in-law has placed a miraculous 
medal around his child’s neck. To him this is idolatry. He tears 
it from the infant’s neck and in doing so tears his marriage 
apart. To him, the medal was blasphemous; to ‘his wife, his 
removing of it in such a way was sacrilegious, 

Yet every mixed religious marriage is not unhappy. But 
in some respects the Protestant party has a very difficult ad- 
justment to make. Catholicism is a way of life. It is not merely 
a set of dogmas, attendance at Mass on Sundays and abstinence 
from meat on Fridays. Almost each hour of the day the non- 
Catholic mother or father has borne home the fact: my ways 
are not the ways of my spouse and children. 

It is not the doctrine of original sin, the Assumption or 
similar theological matters that cause problems in mixed 
marriage. It is the application and expression of. the ultimate 
meanings of such dogmas in home life that arouse arguments, 
How does the Protestant party react to the shrine of Mary his 
children place in their bedrooms, the vigil lights or flowers 
they place before it? How confusing to a non-Catholic mother 
the various days of abstinence and fasts! What is the reaction

“We invite churchless friends to

»cordially welcome, and where they

We invite them 
likewise to the Religious Informa- 
tion Forums which will be con- 
ducted twice a week in every 
parish. There they will hear the 
truths of the Christian religion ex- 
plained in a kind and friendly 
manner.” 


“We also invite to those Forums 
our fallenaways,” explained Bishop 
Greco, “because most of them have 
had no opportunity to secure’ a 
thorough instruction in their holy 
Christian faith. What ninety per- 
cent of them need is more in- 
struction. : 

“The Christian religion. needs 
but to be properly understood to 
be loved and practiced. To know 
Christ is to love Him and to serve 
Him is to reign. ‘You shall know 
the truth,’ said Christ, ‘and the 
truth shall make you free.’ ” 

Thus did these great leaders of 
the Church -in Louisiana make 
crystal clear that the Catholic 
Census and Information Program 
engages in no controversy with 
persons of other faiths or of no 
faith. Indeed, it. deepens the good 
will and friendly relations by re- 
moving the  misunderstandings 
upon which prejudice and bigotry 
thrive. The better we understand 
the faith of one another, the less 
likely are we to engage in mis- 
representation or caricature. 

Under the auspices of the Na- 
tional Council of Churches some 
thirty-two denominations united in 
a campaign of evangelism in our 
country to stem the mounting tides 
of secularism and paganism. Con- 
ducted in all the states -of the 
union, it stirred no ill will. 

Neither has the Crusade for 
Souls nor the Catholic Census and 
Information Program. Typical of 
the reaction of our friends of 
other faiths in seeing our unself- 
ish efforts to stem the growth of 
paganism, was the action of the 
Ministerial Association of St. Louis 
in sending a gracious letter of 
commendation to Archbishop Rit- 
ter upon the launching of such a 
campaign in his archdiocese.

During the Passion the swords of 
sorrow came rapidly and sank deep 
into her heart: the condemnation to 
die, meeting Him on the Via Dolorosa 
—the Way of Sorrows—then standin 
at the foot of the Cross as He pour 
out the last drop of His Blood, receiv- 
ing His lifeless body in her arms, and 
laying Him in the tomb. But this was 
what it meant to be the Mother of 
God. 

In contemplating Mary as the Sor- 
rowful Mother of God we can see all 
her life and all her privileges as a 
whole. Her Son came to conquer the 
devil, deliver us from sin and restore 
us to grace. It was not fitting that His 
Mother should ever be under the 
power of Satan; hence her Immacu- 
late Conception. That great privilege 
was, as the Church tells us in the 
prayer for the feast, due to the fore- 
seen merits of the Passion. Since she 
was to be the Mother of His Son, God 
prepared her by preserving her all her 
life from the least sin or imperfec- 
tion and by giving her a fullness of 
grace, virtues and gifts second only to 
her Son. God then took flesh from her 
and became man. As she was exempt 
from original sin, so she was exempt 
from one of its consequences: the 
pain of childbirth. She was a Virgin 
before, during and after the birth of 
Our Lord, 

On Calvary she stood at the Cross 
and suffered with her Son for the sal- 
vation of all mankind, thus becoming 
our Co-Redemptrix. She had been pre- 
served from original sin and actual sin, 
hence she did not undergo the’ punish- 
ment of.sin, returning to dust: she 
was assumed into heaven. On earth, 
with her divine Son, she had. con- 
quered sin and the devil and won 
grace for mankind; in heaven she be- 
came the Queen of heaven and earth 
and the Mediatrix of all graces. 

Thus under the dark. clouds that 
hang over Calvary we ean see best 
and clearest the crown of privileges 
encircling her head and can recite the 
titles: Immaculate Conception, full of 
Prace, Mother of God. evel a Viren 
Co-Redemptrix, assumed into heaven 
Queen of heaven and earth, Mediatrix 
of all graces. 

As Simeon foretold, her heart. was 
pierced with a sword of sorrow. Let 
us look into her heart and see what 
treasures we find there. When God 
makes anything He makes it well. 
When He chooses persons for special 
tasks He prepares them well. He 
chose Mary to be our Mother. There 
fore He gave her a mother’s heart for 
each of us.

Pa 2. merits of films. If there 
Dale Francis Is a howl of anguish 

raised because an offi- 
cial Catholic agency presumes to make 
objections to moral points in films, there 
would be an uproar if an official agency 
proscribed what is or is not artistically 
good. This is the task of Catholic critics, 
who may or may not agree, but it is most 
certainly not the task of an official Cath- 
olic group. 

But dismissing this, as something 
Commonweal couldn’t have really meant 
I’m still concerned with the statement, 
“Everything depends on what the artist 
does with his theme.” 

The basis of true art. is the thesis. If 
the thesis is basically false, it doesn’t 
matter how well that thesis is handled, 
it is still bad art. It is quite possible 
that the artist with a true thesis may 
fail to create good art but it is impossible 
for the artist with a false thesis to create 
what is artistically good. 

If the thesis should be that incest is a 
morally indifferent matter, whether it 
were handled by Sophocles or Spillane 
would mean nothing. It might even be 
more damaging if it wise handies cap- 
ably. : 

The Legion of Decency has no other 
task than to say that in a film there are 
either instances or no instances of de- 
viations from the Catholic moral code. 
The Legion can be criticized legitimate- 
ly if it fails to apply that moral code 
correctly. It can not be criticized legi- 
timately when it fails to do what it was 
not established to do—say whether a 
work is artistically good or bad. 

When the entire thesis of a film is in 
conflict with the Catholic moral code—as 
for example, “The Moon Is Blue,” 
has the thesis that attempted seduction is 
an amusing matter—then the Legion of 
Decency condemns the film in its en- 
tirety. It is saying, in effect, that. since 
the thesis is in error it is impossible for 
the film to offer any good. But, in most 
instances, the Legion of Decency says 
only that there are some objectionable 
points or no objectionable points and 
leaves it to the individual Catholic or the 
Catholic critic to make the artistic 
evaluation. 

This seems to me to be the farthest 
reach practible for an official Catholic 
agency. It is quite legitimate for Cath- 
olic critics to rate films for artistic merit 
and this is done. But when critics do so 
they do so as Catholic individuals. 

A Franciscan publication, View, 
menting on secular condemnation and 
Catholic praise for the film “Bedevilled,” 
noted that it was praised by what View 
called, “the highbrow Commonweal” and 
“the low brow Our SUNDAY VISITOR.” It 
happens that this low brow critic finds 
his views more often in agreement with 
the views of the high brow critic of the 
Commonweal.than those of any other 
critic. But the opinions of neither of us 
are anything other than our own opin- 
ions—just as are the opinions of the 
critics for The Sign, Catholic World, The 
Tidings, Information, The Grail or any 
other of the Catholic publications that 
have motion picture departments. 

And this is the way it should be.

Movie Reviews 

PETE KELLY’S BLUES (Warner 
Brothers)—This is a sloppy production. 

Jack Webb is the leader: of a small 
combo that plays jazz, Kansas.City style. 
He gets. into trouble with a racket boss, 
has his drummer .machine-gunned and 
nearly gets killed himself. 

Only excuse for the film is the music, 
Matty Matlock’s clarinet has combined 
with some other top jazz musicians for 
some quality numbers and Peggy Lee 
sings well. 

But the film as it is finally edited just 
doesn’t hold together. I'd guess that it 
must have originally run almost double 
its present length and that in editing it 
down to an hour and a half there was 
little attention paid to keeping anything 
but the music. 

For example, Andy Devine is intro- 
duced as a hard boiled detective and 
then dropped completely. A. little fellow 
is sent'on an errand, mysteriously spoken 
of as missing, then shown later with no 
explanation. Webb goes on a journey to 
an insane asylum to learn a gunman is 
hiding out in Coffeyville, Kansas, only 
to. have the gunman turn up the next 
scene somewhere else. These are only a 
few of a dozen or so examples of the 
sloppiest editing of a major production 
all year. 

Aside from the music, which really 
isn’t so outstanding that you should rush 
to hear it, the best things in the picture 


are the performances of Lee Marvin, as . 


a member of the band, and Peggy Lee as 
an alcoholic who loses her mind. As for 
Jack Webb, he is Sergeant Friday blow- 
ing on a trumpet.

Bishop Elko Heads 
U.S. Greek Diocese 


Vatican City —(Radio, NC)— 
His Holiness Pope Pius XII named 
the Most Rev. Nicholas T. Elko to 


be Bishop (Apostolic Exarch) of 
the Greek Rite Diocese of Pitts- 
burgh. 


Bishop Elko has been serving 
as. Apostolic Administrator of the 
Greek Rite Diocese of Pittsburgh, 
which embraces all Greek Rite 
Catholics of Russian, Hungarian 
(Magyar) and Croatian nationali- 
ties in the United States. 

Named titular Bishop of Apol- 
lonias following his appointment 
as. Apostolic Administrator, Bishop 
Elko was solemnly consecrated in 
st. Peter’s Basilica, Vatican City, 
March 6, 1955. A native of Penn- 
Sylvania, he thus became the first 
American-born priest to be con- 
secrated a Greek Rite Bishop. 

The Pittsburgh Greek Rite Dio- 
cese has a Catholic population 
of 316, 453 throughout the country, 
of whom about 40,000 are in the 


Pittsburgh area. 


Buenos Aires, Argentina —(NC) | 
—President Juan D. Peron cae 
strongly intimated that he has no 
intention of making peace with the 
Catholic Church in Argentina. 


THE INTIMATION was seen in 
his speech to the Peronist rally in 
th. Plaza de Mayo here in which 
he withdrew what was obviously a 
spurious offer to resign.
